Claims 19 and 20 are rejected under 35 USC 102 (b) as anticipated by Inoue (325) or 
Inoue (738). Inoue (738) note column 4 lines 47-49, column 5 lines 7-10 column 7 
Lions 37-40 and column 8 lines 2-4 teaches a single crystal of langasite which Euler 
angles that include the specific cuts and/or portions of ranges contained in applicants 
claims. Regarding Inoue (325) note column 4 lines 41-43, column 5 lines 1-3 and 
column 7 lines 31-33. Regarding method claim 20, the steps are known per se. They 
are the same steps always used to to determine (orient) a piezoelectric crystal blank 
prior to cutting. The step of setting a range in an optimal range is always the goal when 
designing a piezoelectric device. Thus, assuming that Inoue follows the known routine 
design and cutting criteria to obtain the substrates, Inoue anticipates this claim. 
Regarding claim 20, note for example table 1 (column 1 ,lnoue (325)) which teaches the 
use of quartz and lithium tantalite as surface acoustic wave substrates with specific 
angles, presumably each of which was selected as the optimum for its intended 
purpose. Thus, this described prior art, anticipates claim 20. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Assuming, arguendo, that the specific angles within the ranges disclosed by lnoue(325) 
or lnoue(738) are not anticipated by these references, it is noted that.selecting the 
specific values from within the known range would have been within the skill expected 
of the routineer. Such selection would amount to optimization of a known device for a 
specific application. The ranges taught by Inoue show that the cut angles are a result 
effective variable. 

Claims 3-14 are allowed.
